GENTLEMEN.—As the nominee of the con- 
vention of Alberta liberals which was held 
recently at Calgary,and having been assured 
of a strong snpport by the patrons of indus- 
try in Northérn Alberta, as well as at the 
solicitation of a large number of independ- 
ent conservatives inthis part of the country,

ment of this country and the realigation of 
these possibilities; ashe can not if he is to 
be subject to restraint by the exigencies of 
anv party. This constituency has had 
party representation during the past eight 
years, —has been represented by a member 
of the party in power then and now. If 
the results have been satisfactory, that 
principle should be continued. If not it 
shouid be changed. It is because I believe 
that this system of party representation has 
been gravely injurious to this district that 
I have consented to make the personal 
sacrifice involved in my candidature, and 
because, so faras I knew, no other person 
was likely to come forward to advocate 
these or like views. 

In a region so vast and varied as Alberta 
it would be impossible for any man at any 
time to define all the points of policy that 
would affect each locality, therefore I do 
not attempt to do so here. I hope from 
time to time, however, in the course of the 
contest, to have the opportunity to discuss 
fully with the electors at most of the 
pricipal centres of population, all matters 
that may come up for discussion, in what- 
ever shape they may appear. That sucha 
vast region, having such a large population 
and svch important interests should be 
accorded only one representative is as plain 
a case of injustice as is required to show the 
glaring failure of party representation to 
secure the people in even their simplest 
rights. The matter of railway extension 
and railway rates particularly in the north 
and the question of irrigation in the south 
seem to be the great questions affecting the 
interests of the district with which parlia- 
ment will from time to time have to deal. 
1 need not point out that while these are 
vital questions to Alberta,they are not party | 
questions at all, and it is allthe more neces. | 
sere Shes your representative should be ina | 
position to advocate your interests in regard | 
to them in parliament without party 
hindrance even if he has to do it without 
party support. 

Speaking generally | may say that | will 
support a policy of development for Alberta 
and while 1 will not bindmyself to ask for 
favors for any section or interest I will bind 
myself to do all in my power to see that each 
section and every interest receives fair and 
equal treatment. 

In conclusion I will say that although I 
have no personal interest to serve or am- 
bition to gratify by entering upon this con- 
test, yet having entered upon it in goo 
faith I shall do all I can to win, and ask for 
the active assistance of every man who | 
believes that the success of the principles 
which I have been selected to advocate 
would be in the interest of this constiiuency 
and of the country.

These, we trust, 
under your mild rule will gradually dis- 
appear and our schools be left unmolested 
and free to exercise the judicious teaching 
of those whom we think fully competent to 
direct them. 

We have also an hospital and industrial 
school under the management of the Rev. 
Sisters of Charity,whose zeal and singleness 
of purpose in doing good, and whose civiliz- 
ing influence are beyond any effort of ours 
to justly valuate. These advantages are 
still more enhanced by the residence and 

resence of our beloved Bishop jand the de- 
voted Oblate Fathers whose indefatigable 
zeal in the cause of religion and civilization 
is too widely known to need further mention 
here.

SUPREME COURT. 

Court opened in Robertson hall on Tuaes- 
day forenoon, Feb. 28th, Mr. Justice Scott 
presiding. 

Upon the opening of the court N. D. 
Beck, Q. C., addressed the judge, saying 
that before the regular business of the 
court was entered upon he desired in the 
name of the Edmonton bar to address a few 
words to his lordship. This was the first 
occasion since his lordship’s elevation to the 
bench on which his judicial duties had 
brought him to Edmonton and the Edmon- 
ton bar desired to take the opportunity to 
congratulate him upon the attainment of 
that high position. it was an honor to 
which most of those who take the higher 
waiks in the profession look forward to. 
While bringing honor it doubtless brought 
its new duties and no doubt greater respon- 
sibilities. It was to be regretted that it did 
not also bring the just recompense of an 
adequate income. Mr. Beck said the bar 
congratulated his lordship, but they also 
congratulated themselves. They recog- 
nized the fact that at the date of his lord- 
ships appointment he held the highest rank 
at the Territorial bar, and that while he 
was the choice of the authorities he was 
also the choice of practically all his 
brethren of the Territerial bar. The bar 
had further reason for congratulating them- 
selves in as much as his lordship’s appoint- 
ment had doubtless established the principle 
that all future appointments to the North- 
west bench shall be made from the North- 
west bar. Mr. Beck closed by tendering 
to his lordship the congratulations of the 
Edmonton bar. 

His lordship replied thanking the bar for 
their kind words of congratulations. His 
best efforts would be used to fulfil the duties 
and responsibilities of the position, and he 
relied with confidence upon the bar assisting 
and co-operating with him to that end.
